Day in

can Forestry Congress, which was or- 
ganized in Cincinnati of that year, the 
Ohio Legislature adopted a joint reso- 
lution, authorizing the governor to 
i?sue a proclamation each year, in 
which he should designate a dav in 
April as Arbor Day. and call upon the 
citizens of the state to devote one day 
to tree planting. 
.Arbor Dav in the nation, was estab- 
lished by J. Sterling Morton, who was 
s-ecre'ary of agriculture under Presi- 
dent Cleveland. He instituted the day 
ar a meeting of the Nebraska state 
board of asriculture in Lincoln on Jan- 
uary 4. 1S72. He offered a resolution 
establishing this 
day 
and it was 


adopted unanimously.
